The eyes of the world arc now riveted 


ou Ohio, watching anxiously the politi- 
cal movements there. The aignifioauce 
of the fight in that State is the more 
important because of the election being 
in October, and many claim as Ohio 
goes so goea the Union, in 1884, The 
Bepublicans of that State have taken 
advance ground on the 
temperance 


question that has agitated the people 
of the Stale and been a large factor in 
politics for years. Sinue the isoue* 
rained by the war have beeu settled the 
liquor quuatiiia n.w ^rowa of mora nod 
more importance. The country people, 
are struujjly ia favor of controlling the 
tr<ilflij la'liqu »r, while tha large cities, 
if we uiny j'l'lgd by tlie last October .iaJ 
Spring ulnutioug, uro in favor of free 
wbi^ky.

Legislature! provided for 
submission 


to tlio people an amendment to the 
Constitution perm-tting license foi the 
sale of liquors, a tbipg which has not 
been done in Ohio since 1852. This is 
a measure that doubtless will pass and 
give strength to the Republican party; 
for the reason that saloon men of the 
higher order are advocates of license. 
It places their business on it legal basis, 
which it is not now. They see aud feel 
that a reformation is demanded in their 
traffic and are convinced that the Re- 
publican idea of reformation is tho only 
practical one and will favor it, though 
like Republican ideas generally, it ia in 
advance of the age—Democratic age. 
The fact that the low doggeries are not 
in existence,is because they are watched 
by the officers of the law and the men 
who have paid tueir 
liqilof 
taxes, 


marts that controlled a large floating 
element in the cities are closed. These 
dens of vice beiLg closed will detract 
from the Democratic strength. 
To say 


nothing of the personal of the candi- 
dates for Governor, for reasons above, 
and the fact that laat year the Demo- 
cratic victory was caused by tha stay-at- 
home Republicans, we have no reason 
to fear tho results in Ohio, aud can 
count on her as being true to. her former 
war aud political record, by lolling up 
a round majority for the Republican 
State ticket.

ence o£.President Arthur on August 1st, 
opening day, anxious that exhibitois 
bhould make uvery effort 10 have dis- 
plays placed by that day.

The Union began with 13 original 


States under the constitution of 1789 
and the inauguration of Gen. Washing- 
ton as President. 
These States were 


strung along the Atlantic coast from 
New Hamphire to Georgia, Virginia 
being the largest with 61,305 square 
miles, and Rhode Island the smallest 
with only 1,306. The total area of these 
States 
<vas 341,756 square miles, or 


about one-fifth more than the area of 
Texas. 


The formation of the second thirteen 


began with the act for the admission of 
Kentucky, February 4, 1791, but Ver- 
mont got in first, being admitted March 
4, 1791, two weeks after the passage of 
her enabling act, while Kentucky did 
not become an actual State till June 1, 
17912. The earliest children of Colum- 
bia were followed in their order by 
Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana, Indiana, 
Mississippi, Illinois, Alabama, Maine, 
Miasiun, Arkansas and Michigan, the 
last uamu coin plating the second thir- 
teau in Juuuury, 1837. 


The initial number of the third thir- 


teen was Florida. 
Nuxt came Texas, 


thtn in their order, Iowa. Wisconsin, 
California, Minnesota, Oregon, Kansas, 
West Virginia, Nevada, Nebraska and 
Colorado, I he list being called the Ceii- 
ttiuuial 
State, 
its admission having

There 


n still luukiug one State lo complete the 
thit\l thirteen, aud this is likely to be 
supplied by D ikota, which will be ready 
to knouk for aduiHiiou at the door of 
ths cuuiiug Congress. 
The people of 


tho southern puitiou of the temtory 
have undertaken to form a constitution 
aud perfect all measures for the estab- 
lishment of a State government. 
The 


bill passed by the Legislature at its last 
session for a constitutional convention 
was not permitted by the Governor to 
become a lnw, but the people have since 
hold a large and harmonious convention, 
and they propose to do by common con- 
sent what they failed to do under a ter- 
•ritorial law. The growth of this territo- 
ry has been marvelous. Twenty years 
ago there were only a few hundred 
whites in the southeast cornei; in 1870 
the population was 14,000, and in 1830 
it had swelled to 135,000. 
Since that 


time, in addition to the flood of European 
emigration, people from the States of tho 
East have been moving in by families 
aud large colonies. 
The population of 


Southern Dakota alone can hardly be 
less than 300,000, and by the next cen- 
sus it will probably lay claim to four or 
five Representatives in Congress. 
The 


coming House of Representatives will 
bo Democratic, and that party may have 
strong objections to the creation of two 
more Republican United States Sena- 
tors, but since the admission cannot be 
postponed beyond another Congress, 
and the party is in no condition to 
challenge the permanent hostility of so 
large and intelligent a population, there 
13 little reason for doubting that "the 
third thirteen" will be completed a year 
hence. 


Then will begin the formation of a 


fourth thirteen, 
Utah and New Mexico 


have already sufficient population^ for 
States, Washington is growing so rapid- 
ly that she will probably be able to show 
a pufflcient population in 1890, Texas 
was authorized by the act of her admis- 
sion lo divide up into five States or less 
whenever she acquired the requisite 
number of inhabitants, aud Northern 
Dakota is attracting immigration rupid- 
ly to its immense wheat' fields. It is 
not improbable that many who remem- 
ber the completion of tho second thir- 
teen hy the admission of Michigan, will 
live to sea that uuinoer doubled.

A VIRGINIA FIRE. 


Some Twenty 
or 
Twenty-five 
BulUllnv* Destroyed. 


The Enterprise, of yesterday morning, 


publishes the annexed account of the 
disastrous conflagration at that place 
Thursday night : 


Last night, a few minutes before 12 


o'clock, a fire broke out in the rear of 
the Colombo restaurant, on the west 
side of South 0 street, Titus Jepson 
proprietor, and soon caught in adjoin- 
ing wooden buildings. 


When theory of fire was raised, flames 


were already towering above the roofs, 
and a greit volume of smoke was roll- 
ing skyward. The steam whistles then 
sounded the alarm, and the firemen 
were, soon on the ground. As the fire 
started but a short distance from the 
Corporation House, tho wonder of every- 
body is that it should have got under 
suoh headway without the fireman dis- 
covering it. 


Toe flames rapidly extended in all 


directions, everything being aa dry as 
tinder and the heat from the burning 
buildings intense. 
After the firemen 


got to work there was trouble with the 
hose, which burst several times. 
For a 


tune the fire beemed to hare things all 
its own way, in spite of tho water thrown 
upon it, and rapidly ate its way north- 
way among the light wooden buildings. 


The Corporation House itself, stand- 


ing on the west side of B street on a 
high bank, was on firo several times, 
and at one time there were two or three 
buildings on fire ou the east side of C 
street. Just then it looked as if the 
whole central part of town would be 
sw»pt, 


It is impossible at this late hoar to 


i$c 
ji a list of tbe buildings burned, but a 


clean sweep was made from Flowery 
street north to the brick building men- 
tioned above. 
MuGuru's store was de- 


stroyed and all the large brick building 
o'vued by Kleulper. This building is 
covered with a fire-proof roof, and to 
the west, or in the rear, is a vacant lot, 
Here a desperate fight was made, and 
the firemen soon began to gain ground, 
though at one time two or three wooden 
buildings north of the bricu were on 
fire. 


Finally, iu going north, the flames 


reached other stores aud shops in the 
vicinity. 


Had there been any wind blowing, 


half the town must have been destroyed. 
What breeze there was seemed to come 
from the northward, away from 
the 


fire, yet the fire moved against it to the 
noith. 


In the confusion and fright of the 


people, not much property was saved 
from the buildings burned. Tho loss 
must be quite heavy, but at present it 
would be useless to make guesses about 
losses or insurance.

The Jbatent JSews—Troop O Ord«reit 


to Hartley. 


The Lakeview Examiner, of the 14th, 


came to hand last evening, and contains 
the following "war" news : * 


A courierarrived at Fort Bidwell from 


Harney Valley on Wednesday last bring- 
ing a petition signed by twenty-six citi- 
zens of Harney Valley, stating thut be- 
tween one hundred and fifty and two 
hundred Indians, including women and 
children, had gathered at H.irney. The 
citizens were much alarmed and many 
were leaving and immigration was total- 
ly suspended. The petitiob asked for a 
detachment of troops to protect tho citi- 
zens of the valley or to take the Indians 
back to their reaervations. The Indians 
came fo Harney at the invitation or by 
the direction of Lieut, Ayleshire, who 
had command of the scouting party sent 
from Bidwell some vvooks since to in- 
vestigate the rumors of an anticipated 
outbreak »f the Indians in Haruey Vul- 
ley, nud who supposed the department 
commander desired their concentration 
iu order that they might bo returned to 
their reservations, should it transpire 
that there were any hostiles ainoog 
them.

turned to Bidwell. No overt acts have 
yet bnen committed by the Indians, 
but the citizens are unanimous in de- 
manding tbeir removal to tho reserva- 
tson, as their presence is a menace 
to the peace of the valley.

A Circulnr of luatruuttoiii* to Ji*o*t 


matters. 


A circular was issued Wednesday 


from tho office of the Third Assistan 
Postmaster General notifying Postmas 
ters throughout the United States o 
tbo redaction, iu postage rates to tak 
effect ou tUo Isl of October and direct 
ing them to muke preparations for it 
Postmasters, ui-a notified 'that' it 'is de 
sirablo to have as small a stock of -th 
prejpnt three-cent postage stamps am 
stumped unvelopes HS possible on hant 
when the reduction goos into effect 
They are accordingly inslcuoted to li 
their requisitions for stamps iiuil enve 
lopes of this denomination to such 
quantities ay, upon careful estimuto 
they may claern sufficient to last linti 
the 1st of October. The circular also 
directs that, as. no arrange aaoutn hav 
been made for the redemption of three 
coat stamps anil euvolopes in the h.iud 
of Postrnusteis, or for the exchange by 
Postmasters of these stamps and on 
velopea iu the hands of private holders 
until further notice Postmasters wil 
not make exohaugos for thu public no: 
return to the dopartuiaiit tua stock ttm 
remains ou their bauds aftur Outobe: 
1st. Postmasters ure, however, notifiec 
that as the two and tliree cent stamps 
aud envelopes of the present issue wil 
continue to be valid after thut date 
they must be accepted in payment o 
postage when offered in the propel 
amount, aud that three-cent stamps can 
be used iu combination with other de 
nominations on letters requiring more 
than one rate and ou parcels of the 
third and fourth class. 


The circular also uuuounces that the 


departments will be ready to issue the 
two-cent stamps of the now design ou 
the 15th of September, but that these 
stamps and envelopes must not be placed 
on sale or u^eil by Postmasters before 
Outober 1st. 
No three-ot>ut stamps wil. 


be issued after September 14th, unless 
tho requisition therefore- is aooompauiec 
by the statement thut they are needed 
for immediate use and that tho full sup 
ply asked for will become exhausted by 
October 1st. 
No threa-csnt stamped en- 


velopes will bo issued after tbo 31st o: 
August, unless tho requisition for them 
is accompanied by a similar statement 
The circular further instructs Postmas- 
ters as to the design of the new two- 
ceat aud four-cent stamps aud stamped
